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6th War Loan Drive 


| Begins November 20 


Announcement has been made that 
the 6th War Loan Drive will officially 
begin Monday, November 20 and ex- 
tend through Saturday, December 16. 
The quota for the state of Massachu- 
setts is $706,000,000 somewhat less 
than that of the 5th loan but indivi- 
duals will be expected to at least 
maintain their previous record of sub- 
scriptions. Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau states that the 
national quota of fourteen billion is 
urgently needed. 

The securities to be sold are as fol- 
lows: 

Series, E, F and G savings bonds; 
Series G savings notes; 244 per cent 
bonds of 1966-71; 2 per cent bonds of 
1952-54; 1% per cent notes of 1947, 
and % per cent epriitlontes of indebt- 
edness.
